Summary of reasons for decision: 

The unrestricted availability of the magazine is not likely to be injurious to the public good. The 
magazine is largely made up of light articles, advertisements, columns and imagery grouped 
according to themes and topics. These, along with the bright graphic work and busy layout are 
created to be of appeal to teenagers and younger adults. While the magazine contains some 
sexual material, this is of low level and extent, humorously presented and not gratuitous. There is 
also some offensive language which is used sparingly and does not stand out within the magazine 
as a whole. Overall, the diverse range of images dominates and gives a youthful and exuberant 
feel to the content. A viewing audience of any age is unlikely to be harmed by exposure to the 
material. 

This publication does not raise issues that make it likely to be restricted. As such the rights and 
freedoms in section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 can be read consistently with 
the Films, Videos, and Publications Act 1993 and are not impeded in any way.
